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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend that the method of the 
Alsmeier et al. reference (U.S. Patent 5,627,092), herein known as Alsmeier does not produce a storage layer. 

In response to Applicants' contention that Alsmeier does not produce a storage layer, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicants are 
directed to (FIGS. 4.1-4.8), where Alsmeier discloses a method for fabricating a DRAM memory cell (col. 3, lines 24-34), which comprises 
providing a semiconductor body 36; applying a lower boundary layer 40 and a storage layer 42 to the semiconductor body 36; applying a 
sacrificial layer 52 made from a material selectively etchable with respect to the storage layer 42 and to polysilicon onto the storage layer 
(col. 3, lines 42-65). Thus, Examiner respectfully submits that layer 42 of Alsmeier can be use as a storage layer as required by the 
Applicants' claimed invention. 

For this reason, Examiner holds the rejection proper.
